Divide the body of man in four parts. The 
head; the breaſt; the belly; the bladder. 


T he Head. 

When any diſeaſe is to affect the head, cer- 
tain preſages and ſigns do, for the moſt part, 
forete! the ſame; of which tort are, heavineſs 
of the head, even ro the eyebrows; the buz- 
zing noiſe or ſound of the ears; and the beat- 
ing of the temples of the head ; in the morn- 
ing the eyes are watery aud dim; the ſmelling 
of the noſe is dull, and the gums do ſwell. 
Therefore, when you perceive any of thoſe 
preſages or ſigns, the head is forthwith to be 
purged, not with the help of any medicament, 
but with the tops of hyſop and organy, brui— 
ſed, and boiled in a little pat with baſtard wine, 
or nine ounces of broth, with which waſh 
your mouth faiting, and ,gargarize therewith 
until the whole pituitous humour be expelled, 
1 his indeed is the eaſieſt remedy for the head. 
It will be molt healthful, in like manner, to 
waſh the mouth faſtiog, with a decoction of 
muſtard in mulſe water, i. e. with water and 
honey made hot and ſteeped, and by gargari- 
Zing draws forth the humour out of the 3 

A ut 


But it will be expedient to rub the head firſt 
very genily, and keep the head very warm 
with ſome cover, that the diſſolved pituitous 
hinderance being removed, may the more ea- 
fily paſs away, Every one who neglects the 
foreſaid ſigns and ſet down remedies, may - 
certainly be per ſuaded to bein danger of theſe 
diſeaſes; to wit, of the ophthalmia, which is 
a dropping waterineſs and runniog of the eyes; 
of the glaucoma, which is a dryneſs of the 
chryſtallice humour, with concretion; of the 
pain in the ears; of the kernel in the neck; of 
the conſumption and mortiſication of the brain; 
of the poſe, which is a fluxion of undigeſted 
humours flowing from the ventricles of the 
brain to the noſe, which is cauſed by the heat 
of the ſun, or by the liberal drinking of wine, 
or by hot barhs, or by immediate cold in the 
head; of hoarſneſs; of the night ſquinance; 
of the falling of the uvula or pap of the 
hafs; of the failing off of the hair; of little 
ulcers in the head; and of pain in the teeth. 


T he Breaſt. 

When the breaſt is in danger of any diſcaſe 
or ſickneſs, you ſhall know it by theſe ſigns or 
ſymptoms; to wit, ſome ſweat will break thro” 
the Whole body, but chiefly about the region 
of the breaſt; the tongue will become big, and 
groſs and ſalt bilous matter is ſpit out of the 
mouth voluntarily; pains ariſe in the ſides, 
ſhoulders and fhoulder blades without manifeſt 


cauſe; 
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cauſe; often gaunting, much trouble or weak- 
veſs for want of ſleep, vexed and oppreſſed 
with choakings and ſtrangling; a drouth and 
thirſt is preſent, and in ſleep trouble and anxi- 

ety of mind; ſtraitneſs of the breaſt vexes 
them; a weakneſs of the arms, and trembling 
of the hands, Which diſeaſes of the breaſt 
are often cured after this manner; in the firſt 
place, give and provoke a vomiter in the mor- 
ning before meat, faſting; whoever therefore 
are pleaſed after this manner to vomit, let them 
eat or devcur radiſhes, creſſes, rochet, muſtard, 
or purſlane, afterward let them vomit by ta- 
king a plentiful draught of luke-warm water. 
Theſe who through negligence paſs over the 
foreſaid ſigns and remedies, may be afraid of 
theſe diſeaſes, viz, Pleuriſy; of the peripneu- 
monia; of melancholy > of acute and ſharp 
fevers; of frenzies; of the lethargy, with the 
hickup; a vehement heat of the jawsorcheeks, 
or hot or red ſwellings. 


T he Belly. 
If any diſeaſe affect the belly, it is diſccyer- 
ed by theſe ſymptoms; firſt of all, the belly is 
drawn together, mutters, and is vexed; meat 
and drink bave a bitter reliſh and taſte; there 
is an heavineſs and trouble, in the knees and 
legs; an inflexible ſtiffneſs in the baci:-bone or 
loins, with a wearineſs of the whole body, 
without any manifeſt cauſe. When yca obſerse 
theſe ſymptoms, the body is to be mo-lified and 
AY made 
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made ſoluble, by no kind of medicine, but by 


diet, for it is better, and far more ſure, to 


make uſe of theſe things wherein there can 
be no offence. Of this kind and number are 


beers boiled in mulſe water, and garlic boiled 
with mallows, four docks, mercury, all made 


up and rinded with honey; every one of theſe 


purge the belly gently and abundanily; for 
which, if any of theſe preſages be more and 
more vehement, you ſhall infuſe the liquor or 


Juice of baſtard or garden ſaffron in all the de- 


coctions, for this is more pleaſant, and more 
ſure Alſo ſmooth coleworts boiled in a good 
quantity of water, will be very profitable; a 
draught of this broth, to the quantity of five 
ounces, with honey and ſalt, will help mightily; 
and likewiſe the decc ction of fitches, drunk in 
the fame meaſure, *for it worketh the ſame 
effect. Theſe ſigus and helps being flighted,

and little eſteemed, oftentimes theſe diſeaſes 
enſue, v2, the diarrhea, dy ſenteria, lienteria,

When any diſeaſe is approaching to the 
bladder, it is known by theſe marks and 
ſymptoms. After a little meat, fulneſs is dif- | 


cerued to trouble or vex much; there ariſeth 
puffs of wind, and breeding of wind in the 
body; belching or rifting; and pains through 
the whole body; fleep is troubleſome and 

| painful; 
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ainful; the urine thin, watery, and dropping; 
difficulty alſo about the privy members; buboes 
or demous ſwellings. When ſuch ſigns or 
preſages appear, they are conveniently to be 
helped by remedies forcing and provoking 
urine: That which doth perform this without 
danger, is the roots of fennel and parſley ſteeped 
and decocred in thin fragrant white wine, ſo 
that eight ounces of the broth or liquor be 
given every day, to wit, morning and evening, 
with the water of carrots, alexander, or ele- 
campane, or any of theſe, for they are all alike 
profitable; alſo the water of fitches ſteeped or 
boiled, drunk with wine by the diſeaſed, will 
produce the like effect. Whoever imprudently 
nneglects the foreſaid ſigns and remedies, let him 
de afraid of theſe, viz. of the dropſy, of the 
ſwelling of the ſpleen; of the pain of the liver;

plied. The milk of a bitch applied, hinders 
the growing of the hair. The meal of lu- 
pines applied, makes the hair fall off, and ſuf- 
fers no hair to grow. The powder of a ſwan's 
bones put upon the head, cauſeth hair to fall

There is nothing better than to waſh the 
head often with vinegar, or water wherein 
camomile has been fodden, Creſſes bruiſed 
with gooſe-greaſe applied, cures the ſcabs. 
Violet leaves bruiſed with honey, and appli- 
ed, cures ſuddenly. Vineger, wherein wine 


lees, or tartar, has been ſodden, applied. Waſh

Hurts which come of ſmoke, 
duſt, heat, or crying, are eaſily cured, if, at 
the going to bed you give them cold water, in 
which liquorice hath been ſodden, and ſo in 
the morning give them a piece of bread ſteeped 
in that ſame water, and that will quench thirſt, 
Simple water doth the ſame. Hurts which 
come to the lights by defluctions, are helped 
wirh thoſe cures that are mentioned. For the 
cough, theſe pills are very effectual; recipe gum- 
mi arabici, tragacanthi, of each of them two 
drams, make them up with honey. 


For the pleuriſy. 

The firſt operation for curing of the pleuri- 
ſy is, in the beginning, to draw blood in the 
oppoſite ſide, and, if the pleuriſy be confirmed, 
draw blood in the ſame fide; but if there be 
not blood taken in the beginning, you mult 
uſe partly evaporating, partly maturating me- 
dicines, and that of the ſtrongeſt, after the

For palpitation of the heart. 
All that is made mention of before is pro- 


fitable; but chiefly the bone of a hart's heart 


made in a powder, with roſe-water and wine. 
A piece of the heart of an ape roaſted and 
dried, taken in oxycratum; or the heart of 
an ape amongſt white wine, and then diſtilled, 


taken, A ſhirt put on and wore, with odori- 
ferous things. A poke filled with an odorife- 
rous powder, called powder of violets, applied 


to the heart. 


For fainting or ſwooning. 
For ſwooning that comes of ſweat, or overs 


much heat, give the patient red ſugar with 


cold water, firſt being ſprinkled over with roſe- 
water. Probatum et. Amber, mace, muſk, 
lIignum-aloes, and the like, by comforting the 


heart, and repairing the ſpirits and natural 


heat, are good againſt ſwooning ; alſo, pearl, 


the fileings of ivory. The bone of a hart's 
heart, gold, filver, and eſpecially coral, migh- 
tily purifies the ſpirits, and the blood of the 
heart, and up-beareth the heart. Theſe things 
alſo are profitable, the diſtilled water of ran- 


nel, of hartstongue, of lavender, of balm.

Beſides theſe medicines that are for the 
ſwooning, and other maladies of the heart, 
theſe following are alſo profitable. For the 
cardaic paſſion, wine drunk, wherein an agate- 
ſtone fired is quenched. Limons eaten ſodden. 
Pearls eaten. Cloves taken in meat. De- 
coction of bugloſs roots, Conſerve of roſe- 
mary. Zedoary eaten. 


For DiIs EAS Es of the Paps, 


For pain of the paps. 

Apply the ſeed of henbane ſodden in wine, 
bruiſed, plaiſterways. Foment the paps with 
a great water-ſpunge dipped in the decoction 
of cinquefoil wine.

The aſhes of a hare whole burnt; the reins of 
a bare eaten either raw or ſodden; the broth 


of coleworts; conſerve of the roots of broom 


with ſugar; menſtrual blood dryed and drunk, 
it is to be preferred to ail things,

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For breaking the ſtone. 


Half a cup-full of the juice of mugwort 


drunk every day, diſſolveth the ſtone wonder- 
fully; a man's ſtone drunk faſting, is moſt 
powerful of any to break the ſtone, and to ex- 
pel it with urine. Anoint the reias, ſhare-bone 
and groin with the blood of a fox, the ſtone 
ſhall break preſently, which you may try with 
ſtones put in the blood, which ir will preſent- 
ly diſſolve. Aſhes of a whole hare burnt in 
a pot, or two or three young hares living, or 
drowned in vinegar, burnt and drunk. Aſhes 
of the dung, fleſh and hairs of a hare drunk. 
The liver, lights, reins, privy members of a 
male goat chopped all together, and made in 
a pudding in the miik bag, ſodden and eaten; 
this is ſo forcible, that after the eating of 
three or four pieces of this pudding, it will 
make a precious ſtone worn in gold upon the 
finger to break and leap out. Goats blocd and 
gooſe blood mixt together, and ſodden on a ſoft 
fire, will do the like. With this, precious ſtones 
and glaſs are ſoftened, that you may cut them 
at your pleaſure. The decoction of ſeven 
heads of garlick, for the ſpace of three days 
drunk, diſſolveth the ſtone. Decoction of the 
root of elecampane in water and wine doth the 
ſame. A ſtone found in the head of a great 
inai], bruiſed and drunk in hot wine, expels 
the ſtone with urine. But if the ſtone be great 
and hard, take many ſnail ſtones, and you ſhall 
lee a wonderful effect. To break and expel 
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the ſtone, take ten flices of raddiſh roots, ſteep 
them in white wine for the ſpace of a night, 
and in the morning drink the wine faſting ; 
do this three or four mornings. Any ſtone 
put in this wine is ſoon broken.

For running of the reins. 

The ſeed and roughneſs within the roſes: 
drunk with harſh wine. The yellow flowers 
of roſes drunk. Juice of cicory drunk. Juice 
of horſe-mint drunk, and anointed on the teſ- 
ticles. Millefolium, with the white flower, 
bruiſed and drunk, with the diſtilled water, or 
goat's milk. A ring worn having a topaz-ſtone, 


For DisEasts. of the MoTHER. 


For inflammation of the mother. 

Oil of henbane anointed. The juice. of ſow- 
thiſtle anointed, Decoction of mugwort, of 
melilot, of the flowers of holy hock. A cata» 
_ of holyhock. Bean meal, barley meal, 
intſeed, ſodden, baken together. 


For inflammation and % ind of the mother. 
The root of imperatoria drunk in wine, A 
dram of geranium, and its root, drunk. 


For pain of the mother. 
Lukewarm milk caſt up in the mother; or 
the juice of plantain, or the juice of lettuce. 
Foment the place with the decoction of lint- 
feed, with decoction of the leaves of violets, 
with decoction of yiolets. 


Fir 
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For a quartan ague. 

Decoction of black helebore is to be pre- 
ferred before all things to cure an old quartan. 
Man's dung dried, taken with honey and wine, 
takes away the fit of the quartan. Nineteen 
orains of pepper taken in hot water 1s very 
profitable to cure the quartan, and other pert- 
odic fevers, Camomile, mixt with oil, and 
applied to the back-bone and pulles of the 
arms, cureth the quartan. The juice of pa- 
rietary drunk, St, Johnſwort drunk. Anoint 
the patient with oil, wherein green frogs have 
been ſodden, and he ſhall ſoon eſcape, The 
heart of a frog hung about him takes away the 
cold fits. Thread a needle, and put it in at the 
head of a mouſe, and draw it out at the funda- 
ment, and pur it about the neck, it cureth by a 
ſecret property. One dram of the root of im- 
peratoria, of angelica, an hour before the fit. 
Wine wherein wormwood hath been ſodden, 
made ſweet with ſugar and honey drunk faſt- 
ing. The uſe of confections and broths cures 
an inveterate quartan. When the patient be- 
gins to tremble, cauſe him drink a cup full of 
roſe- water, which will make him vomit much 
choleric water, and then make him whole. Ga- 
len's preſcript againſt trembling, which is ex- 
traordinary good, is to ſwallow five or fix pickles 
of pepper whole, in time of trembling, with a 
little wine. 

For fevers of long continuance. 

The frequent uſe of hydromel, of wine, 

chieſly. 
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chiefly, if there be a great weakneſs of the ſto- 
mach. The infuſion of rhubarb often taken. 


Decoction or infuſion of black helebore. 


For the fever hepiala, which is when any find. 
eth heat and cold in any part of the body at 
one and the ſame time. 

Three or four leaves of henbane drunk in 
wine cares the hepiala. The decoction of fen- 
nel, of aſparagus, of agrimony, often taken. 


To eaſe the fit of fevers, 
To eaſe the fevers, if they be taken a liule 
before the fit, muſtard in meat. Pepper in 
drink, Decoction of rue. Camomile in a cly- 
ſter. Juice of knotgraſs drunk. The leaves 
of cinquefoil in ſweet water of wine, and a 
little pepper. 


For the cold fits in the fevers. 

Thele following mitigate the cold fits of the 
fevers, if they be taken a little before the fit; 
pepper taken, Round birthwort, called ari- 
ſtolochia rotunda, drunk. Decoction of cala- 
mint drunk. 


For compound or complicate fevers. 
An emerald {tone hung about the neck cures 
: a ſemitertian, Coral and ſaffron rolled in the 
] {kin of a bladder, hung about the throat. 


Preſervatives from the plague. 

Theſe following preſerve from the plague; 
cher vil drunk in wine, twice or thrice every 
day. Decoction of the leaves and roots of va- 

"1 lerian, 
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\ [erian, of mint, of tormentil, of biſtort, of ſca- 
bious drunk. Juice of barberries drunk. Cur- 
rans, called riſſars. Citrons. Oranges. The 
herbs and flowers of blewbottle raken any man- 
ner of way. Bolearmine drunk in ſorrel water. 


To cure the peſ?, and peſt fevers. 

If any be infected with the plague, he is cu- 
red with theſe following; powder of the ſeed 
of citrons drunk in the juice of ſorrel. Gilli- 
flowers eaten, and the conſerve of the flowers. 
Juice of the flowers, and of the whole plant of 
gilliflower drunk. Vinegar made of the flowers 
of gilliflowers, anointed on the hands and ar- 
teries. The green and freſh bit of devil's bit 
drunken in wine, with ariſtolochia longa, with 
the roots cf imperatoria, with the roots of but- 
ter · burr, of angelica, either mixt, or by them 
ſelves alone, taken in treacle, or with their own 
waters, or with pure wine, Conſerve of the 
flowers of roſemary. The roots of pimpernel, 
called burnet, hung about the neck. A car- 
buncle, a ruby, a garnet, a byacinth, a ſapphire, 
an agate carried about one. 


Fur a carbuncle. 

The root of a field-daiſy, bruiſed between 
two ſtones, applied, breaks a carbuncle, and 
eaſcth the pain. Scabious drunk in wine draws 
out internal impoſthumes to the exterpal parts, 
and, by in ſenſible evacuation, diſſolveth them. A 
Cauſe the patient drink of St. Johnſwort, _ 
then 
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drunk with wine is belt of all. 
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then apply a plaiſter made of meal of wheat. 
Juice of parſley and honey. 


For biting of venomous beaſts, 

The brains, or heart of a hen eaten, or ap- 
plied, is profitable beyond all things. A man's 
own ſpitile applied, is abundantly ſufficient to 
cure venomous birings. The hooves of an ox 
fodden, arid eaten with muſtard, reſiſts all 
poiſon, that there is not much need of any o- 
ther medicine. The dung of a goat tempered 
with honey, wonderfully cures all venomous 
bitings, The yolk of an egg mixt with roaſt- 


ed ſalt, applied thrice in a day, is profitable. 


The roots of aſphodil draws all kinds of poiſon, 
and taken in the morning, preſerves one from 
all poi ſonable meats. Plantain ſeed drunk in 
wine, cures all venomous bites. The ſhells 
of an egg, with the juice of agrimony, incon- 
tinently cauſeth venom to be vomited up eaſi- 
ly, of whatſoever poiſon it be; with eaſe curing 
all ſtinging of bees, of flies, bruiſed ard ſod- 
den in honey and wine; bound on draws out 
poiſon, Garlic bruiſed and applied. The 
clarified juice of bugloſs expels all poiſon out 
of the body. Juice of the heib, or the powder 


of tormentil, drunk, evermore expels all kinds 


of poiſon. The blood of a lamb dried and 
drunk, preſerves from all kinds of poifon. 


Garlic eaten, and a cock's blood drunk hot with 
wine, preſerves from all poiſon. Agrimony 


Fur 
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For ſerpents, or mad dogs bitings. 
Juniper berries cure the biting of a ſerpent, 


and are ſo forcible againſt poiſon that they 
have no marrow. on 


For the ſmall pox. 
Decoction of the roots of imperatoria, or 
angelica drunk, expels the pox. 


For fiſtulas, eſpecially cancerous fiſtulas. 

Juice of the herb dove's-foot drunk, and 
alſo put into the fiſtula. Wild rhyme bruiſed 
with ſalt, emplaiſtered. Silver-weed drunk 
for thirty days cures a fiſtula, Man's dung 
burnt, adding thereto powder of pepper, paſſ- 
eth all other kinds of cures, 


| For a cancerous fiſtula. 

Aſhes of a doz's head burnt, cures a fiſtula, 
If the fiſtula be great, apply goat's dung with 
honey lukewarm; this takes away all pain and 
ſwelling. The juice of filver-weed cures all 
fiſtulas. Juice of burnet put in, the herb 
bound on, is a ſpecial remedy. Avens often 
drunk with wine, and emplaiſtered on the fiſ- 
tula, cures it abſolutely, Agrimony and dove's 
dung, drunk with goat's milk, cures all fiftu- 


las. The juice of cow's dung drunk in broth 


or wine, and the dung emplaiſtered. Steep 


ſtrong leaven for a night's ſpace, and apply it, 
it draws out all putrifaction. 


For the ſcab. 
An emplaiſter made of garlic, long and well 
bruiſed, 
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bruiſed, with ſwine's greaſe, cureth. all ſcabs 
at three applications. The leaves of lilies 
bruiſed and emplaiſtered. A ligen cloth dip- 
ped i in melted greaſe, applied, healeth Ks 
in the legs, and other places, nctably. The 
ſoft of leavened bread, bruiſed and tempered 
with honey and wine; boil and mix them well, 
put a linen cloth in that decoction, and apply 
it. Seethe the flowers of ſpurge in vinegar, 
add oil thereto, and anoint therewith, it cures 


the leproſy, the ſcab, and the itch. 


Far the cruels, and waxen kernels. 

Make a plaiſter of pitch and ſwine's greaſe 
melted together, add thereto brimſtone and 
bran of wheat, and put upon. the fore. The 
roots of docks, boiled in wine, and applied 
plaiſterways, diſſolves the cruels. Dock roots 
hung about the neck, preſerves from the cruels. 
Muitard-ſeed brayed and beaten with old 
ſwine's greaſe, emplaiſtered, ſoon diſſolves the 
cruels, Bean-meal, with the white of an egg, 
and old dil emplaiſtered, is profitable. Juice 

of agrimony and whey drunk nine days faſting, 
when the moon has paſt the height, cureth the 
cruels, often proved. Powder of black pep- 
per, toſted and made up with hard pitch, cureth 
the cruels in children. Plates of lead bound 
ſtrait, on the glandules cures them, Raddiſh | 
diſſolves the cruels. Brimſtone and bran, of 
wheat, mixt with turpentine, emplaiſtered, cures 
the glandules. Quick lime tempered with 
oil, or ſwan's greafe, cures the glandules. 


For 
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For warts. © 

Rub warts with the ſkin that comes from 
hens feet hot, when they come hot our of the 
fire. The burnt bark of willow tempered 
with vinegar, applied, cureth warts, and rhe 
dandriff or ſcurf of the head. Juice of the 
leaves of willow doth the like. Agrimony 
bruiſed, with ſtrong vinegar and ſalt, em- 
plaiſtered. Purpy rubbed on warts rots them 
out by a hidden property. Auri-pigmentum, 
mixt with vinegar, applicd, is excellent, Waris 
are rooted out with ſlockened lime. 

Fer burning. 

For burning with fire or hot water, the hairs 
of a hare cut ſmall and ſprinkled on are very 
profitable. Burn the roots of a fern, and ap- 

iy it wir the white of an egg, it cures burn- 
ing of fire. Shoemakers ink mixt with com- 
mon oil and water, anointed. Aſhes of the 
bark of the elm-tree cureth well. The yolk 
of an egg anointed on the new burning, heal- 
cth it abſolutely. 'The white of an 'egg and 
oil-olive well mixt together. Put the burnt 
members in lukewarm water, it will hinder the 
burning to take deep rooting; or apply ox 
dung lukewarm, Oil of yolks of eggs is good. 
Leeks fodden and applied is beſt of all. Leaves 


of holyhock, boiled and emplaiſtered, cure 
burning. 


For St. Anthony's Are. 
Dove's dung diſſol ved in oil, dip a cloth in 
H 2 it, 
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it, and apply it, it is the ſtrongeſt and beſt ap- 
proved medicine. Salt bruiſed with oil = 
applied, it cures St. Anthony's fire. Powder 
of the burnt hairs of a hare ſprickled on. 


To draw out a ſlab or thorn out of the body, 

Scuthernwood bruiſed with fwines greaſe, 
applied, draws out a ſtob or a thorn, or any 
other thing ; gooſe dung applied, draws out 
Iron or ſtobs of timber; Ariſtolochia bruiſed 
and applied; the ſeed of rue bruiſed, applied; 
polipodium bruiſed with ſwines greaſe; aſhes 
of earth-worms applied with raw heney to a 
wound, draws out little broken bones; garlic 
ſodden and bruiſed with pitch, applied to 2 
wound, draws out all things from it; aſhes of 
worms brayed, boiled with honey, applied, 
draws out broken bones. If the bone of the 
head be broken, preſently give the patient vi- 
olets bruiſed in wine to drink; if the right 
ſide of the head be hurt, bind bruiſed violets 
on the ſole of the left foot; aud if the left fide 
be hurt, bind them on the ſole of the right 
ſoot, and it will cauſe the broken bones come 
forth the ſame day, 


For reflifying of troubled wines, 

If you would have drumbly wines mace 
clear, put in the barre] powder of mortar or 
lime, made very ſmall; it goes to the ground, 
and draws down all the dregs with it. Whites 
of eggs with much honey, well toſſed or caſten, 
put in the wine. The root of a fern put in 

. 
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a barrel, ſuffers not the wine to become four, 
The leaves or roots of holy hock makes hard 
wine ſoft. 


For miſchievous acts, and putting of devils to 
the flight. | 
St Johnſwort hung in a houſe hinders miſ- 
chievous acts, and puts to flight evil ſpirits; 
for the which cauſe ir is called fuga demonum. 
Whoever carries upon him eringo roots ſhall 
be preſerved from witchcraft. The loadſtone 
keeped upon a man, removes diforder between 
man and wife. A pyot roaſted, ſpeedily reco- 
vers the ſick to health, and relieves all who 
have been enchanted from their birth. Mug- 
wort hung upon the door, keeps the houſe. 
from witchcraft. 
For the heart- burning. 
Take fix corns of the beſt pepper, chew 
them in your mouth, and let them down your 
throat, and it will eafe the heart- burning. 


For the Hickup. 
Stop both your ears with your fingers, and 


the hickup will preſently leave you. 


To deſtroy a cancer in any part of the body. 
Take a good quantity of the bark of floe- 
tree, chop it very ſmall, and boil it in ſome 
running water, until it be black, then temper 
It with a little rye meal, a little burnt allum 
powdered, and a little honey; make a plaiſter 
thereof, and lay it to the place grieved, ard 
it will ſpeedily heal it. 
H 3 For- 
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For ſtopping of the lungs. 
Take elecampane roots well dryed, liquorice 
and anniſe-ſeeds, of each an ounce, flower of 
brimſtone half an ounce, of ſugar-candy fix 
ounces, made all into a powder, and eat half 
a ſpoonfn] and more thrice a day. 


| Another. 

Take half a pint of byſop water, and as 
much aquavitæ, and an ounce of ſugarcandy 
beaten ſmall ; put them all in a diſh over the 
fire, and ſtir it often with a ſpoon, and take a 
ſpoonful thereof every day, warm. 


A ſpecial medicine to open the lungs. 
Drink an ounce or two of hyſop-water twice 
a day, in the morning and evening. 


To purge melancholy. 

Fumitory evacuates melancholy humours ; 
the juice is given to two ounces in decoction ; 
the herb is put from three to five ounces in 


whey : you may ſtrengthen this operation with 
a little wormwood put in. 


A good conſerve in hot peſtilent fevers, reſtoring 
the ſpirits conſumed with heat. 

Take the tart root of freſh citrons quite 
from the ſhells, with a wooden inſtrument, 
three pound, water one pound, ſugar wel] re- 
fined three pound and an half, boiled in a 
glazed pipkin, ſtirring it with a wooden ſpoon, 
until it come to the conſiſtence of a W 
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Apainſt wind in the ſtomach. 
Take a pound of ſugar, of anniſe, of eori- 
ander, of each a quarter of a pound; beat the 
ſeeds to powder, and ſift them through a ſearch, 
then take four or five ſpoonfuls of rofe-water, 
and boil theſe to a paſte, ſo make them up in 
form of lozenges. 


A recerpt to cauſe one vomit. 
Take warm water wherein a raddiſh root 
hath been boiled, and a little oil, and drink it. 


A receipt to bring out the ſmall pox, 
Take two figs ſliced, a ſpoonful of hartſhorg 


bruiſed, a few marigold flowers, and tops or 


leaves of carduus benedictus, and a little ſaffron, 
boil them in a poſſet, and give the patient to 
drink thereof. 


Another for the pox. 


Boil milk, ſaffron, and Engliſh honey toge- 


ther, and give the patient to drink; let him be 


kept warm, and the pox will come out ſpeedily. 


To hinder dinting or marks of the pox. 


Take beef-broth, and bathe the ſcabs 
therewith, afterwards take the fat of calves 
feet, boiled and beaten white with May dew 
and roſe- water, anoint the face therewith; or 
take white wine and butter, of each a quarter 
of a pound, boil them together, and bathe the 


face often; or melt ſalt butter, put into cold 
water, and ſo anoint the face withal. 


a 
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Againſt pain in the back. 

Take the ſlimy ſubſtance of comfrey root in 
poſſet drink, four or five days together; or 
take knot-graſs, ſhred it, and mix it with but- 
ter, and make a tanſy thereof and eat it. 


A remedy for the hemorrhoids. 

Take the roots of pilewort and meadow- 
{weer, and ſhred them both together ſmall, 
and boil them, and ſtrain them, ſo keep them 
for your uſe to anoint the piles withal. 


Another remedy. 

Take the leaves of mullein and the leaves 
of an elder-tree, ſtamp and beat them both 
very well together, and mingle. them together 
with freſh butter, anoint the place grieved 
often therewith before a good fire, and it will 
cure them without all doubt, 


A receipt for curing the bloody flux, and for 
healing the ulcers in the guts cauſed thereby. 


Take the inner rind of a ſaplin of oak, a- 
bout twenty years growth, and put two hand- 
fuls of the ſaid rind, being cut off into ſmall 
pieces, boil the ſame in a quart of milk till it 
be ready to run over, then flocken it with cold 
milk and plantain water; ſo boil and ſlocken it 
five or ſix times, which makes it more aſtrin- 
gent; let the patient take an half of a pint at 
once, adding thereto a little groſs pepper. 


An approved medicine to clear the eye. ght. 
Fake the powder of fennel, anniſe, and e- 
1 lecampane, 


* 
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lecampane, and temper them with aquavitæ, 
and then dry them again, and eat thereof eve- 
ry morning and evening a pretty quantity, and 
it will not only clear your ſight, but alſo purge 
wind, and make one that is old ſeem young a 
good time after. 


Anot ber. 

Take pure new white wine, and infuſe there- 
in eye bright and wood-betony, of each a ſmall 
bandful, and ſo let it remain for the ſpace of 
three days together, then boil it with a little 
roſemary in it, and drink a good quantity both 
morning and evening, and it will cauſe you 
have your fight both perfect and well. Ac- 
cuſtom yourſelf every morning to eat a new- 
laid egg, rare roaſted, and put therein ſome 


eye-bright, and that will help to clear your 
ſight. 


Another to preſerve the ſight and clear the eyes. 
Take a handful of eye-bright bound toge- 
ther, put it into a gallon of beer, when it is 
new ly cleanſed, let it hang in the midſt of the 
drink, and let it work together, until the drink 
be clear, ard ripe to be drunk, according to 
common uſe, ard then drink as much as you 
will; and it were not amiſs, to every handful 
of the herb (to avoid windineſs) to add two 
drams of fennel ſeed, well duited, and a little 
bruiſed; this hath bcen truly approved. 


For rheum in the eyes, and to cure their redneſs. 
Anoint the eyes three nights together with 
thin 
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thin cream, then anoint other three nights 
with live-honey applied. 


For the tooth-ach, a marvellous good remedy, 
Take alittle honey and ſet it on the fire, and 
put thereon ſome of the herb of elder-tree 
cut ſmall, adding thereto a little ginger, and 
ſome bay ſalt mixt together, and apply it warm 
unto your tooth, and you ſhall find preſent re- 
medy. 


For the itch. 
Take a handful of ſcabious leaves, another 
of dock roots, {lice and boil them in a quart to 
a pint of water, and mix an ounce of brimſtone 
with ſome ſalt butter and a little Linger, an0m:

Drinking thereof not only cures, but likeways 
preſerves from the ſaid diſeaſe, But, if = 

ux 
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flux have neither a grinding nor a fever ae— 
companying it, I forbid the uſe of whey, and 
all other liquid things, alſo both of meat and 
drink, except ſometimes a little red wine, 


VIRTUESs of CoLp WATER. 


For the gout, 

. Certainly, there is not a greater preſerva- 
tive from the gout than a drink of cold water 
in the morning, if it be taken twice in the 
year, that is, in the beginning of the ſpring, 
and fall of the leaf, and continued for ſome 
days together; or elſe, if it be taken immedi- 
ately before ſuch times as it is uſually wont to 
ſeize on the party, In like manner, nothing 
is of more efficacy (when it hath ſeized on him) 
for the aſſuaging of the violent torments of it, 
than cold water is, and eſpecially, if to this 
cold water you join the breathing of a vein, 
either upon the part affected, or upon the 
neighbouring part. 


For the ſciatic. 

Neither is this cold water, as I have pre- 
ſcribed it, uſeful only in curing and aſſuaging 
the pains of the gout, but alſo the ſciatic, or 
kip-gout, which is both the moſt violent, and 
the hardeſt to be removed of all the reſt, If 
the ſciatic be but new begun, taking of cold 
water an hour or two before ſupper, becaule 
the diſeaſe uſes to rage worſt of all towards 
bed-time, or at any other time when the pa- 
| tient 
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tient is pained, 1s excellent ; taking it this way 
by way of prevention, and doing the like e- 
very morning. Many times very aged per- 
ſons, who have taken it but five or fix days 
together, have been perfectly cured, without 
uſing any other remedy, and the diſeaſe for 
ever baniſhed from them; but remember with- 
al to put horſe-leeches on the part affected, 
where the pain is moſt violent, and cupping- 
glaſſes, with more than ordinary ſcarifications. 
It is alſo profitable in theſe caſes, to breathe 
the vein that lies in the outward ancle, which 
is therefore called vena ſciatica, or hip vein; 
but in an old inveterate grief, a large bliiter- 
ing-plaiſter ſet over the whole hip, uſes to be 
a moſt effectual remedy ; yet ſometimes it were 
good to have recourſe to red hot iron. Alſo, 
an hour or two before ſupper, a drink of wa- 
ter taken cold is a ſpeedy remedy againſt the 
gout, A drink of cold water taken after din- 
ner, immediately giveth great eaſe to the pains 
of the ſtomach coming of crudity, A drink of 
cold water, with a ſour apple, taken at ſupper- 
time, inſtead of all other meat or drink, cures 
a new begun hoarſeneſs, and reſtores one to his 


own natural clear voice the next morning. A 


drink of cold water taken in a burning fever, 
is a moſt preſent remedy. A drink of cold 
water every morning for the ſpace of ſome 
days, or weeks together, cureth red fiery 
faces, pimpled faces, carbuncled noſes, or any 
other deformity of —— in whatſoever 

part

part of the body they are. A drink of cold

water, or lukewarm, or hot water taken for ſome 


days together, in the morning conſtantly, is 
very profitable for the ſtone in the kidneys, 
A drink of cold water is good againſt the cru- 
dities of the ſtomach, and thoſe that are trou- 
| bled with raw and belching ſtomachs. Cold 
water applied externally cures the pains there- 
of. Benumbed hands or feet put into cold 
water, recover their former ſtrength, being 
put therein for the ſpace of half an hour ; if 
while the feet are in the water, the party 
drink a large draught of warm wine, and 
ſpiced with nutmegs and cinnamon; now this 
being done, the feet and thighs muſt be wiped 
with a linen-cloth, and ſo anointed with ordi- 
nary ſoap, but muſt not come near a fire for a 
time, The continual application of cold wa— 
ter for the ſpace of three or four hours toge- 
ther, cures the palſy in any part of the body, 
All {trainings of the joints, and all contuſions, 
either in the ſame, or any other part of the 
body, as well as any huge ſwelling, may be 
much more ſafely cured by bathing of cold 
water, than by any other remedy whatſoever, 
and that more ſpeedily too, and without any 
other coſt or trouble, or loſs of time, if it be 
done timeouſly within two or three hours, yea 
if it be done the next day after. The gout of 
the feet 1s cured by a large effuſion of cold 
water every day, for the ſpace of five or fix 
days together, If the head be put in cold wa- 
ter, 
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ter, as far as the middle bone in the hinder 
part of the head, and to the noſe before, ſo 
that there be left juſt ſo much of the noſe out 
of the water, as che party may have freedom 
of breathing only; and that this may be done 

ſo Jong as a man may bein ſaying of the Lord's 
prayer; the pain of the head, tho' it-hath 
been of long continuznce, wiil be removed, and 
defluctions ſtopped, as bath often been proved 
by experience: Or elſe inſtead of this, putting 
the head into cold water, (which ſeems to be 
very proper ſor women) you may take a linen 


cloth dipped in cold water, and apply the ſame 
ſeveral times to the head. | 


For thoſe that are ſubject to infirmities of the 
head, and troubled with ſore eyes, ſtuffings of 
head, dijliilations, ſwellings of the glandules 
or almonds of the ears. 

Nothing 1s better than cold water, where 
the head in the ſummer time is to be held un- 
der a water-ſpout for a pretty while together 
every day, the water all the while running 
down it. The toothach alſo may be cured by 
applying this cold water to the part affected, 
and bathing the parts therewith, and higher 
beyond the temples, and by repeating the ſaid 
application, The application of cold water to 
the inflammation of the eyes, in the beginning, 
and often repeated, cures the ſame. 'The moſt 
horrid pain of the ſhoulders, back, loins, are 
cured by application of this cold water, Dip 
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linen cloth in cold water, and apply it to the 
neers a pretty while together, repeating the 
ſaid application ſeveral times, is good againſt 
the ſtone in the kidneys, Bathing the legs of 
children as far as the knees in cold water, for 
a good while together, doth help them much 
who, through extremity of pain, cannot ſtand 
on their feet. By bathing the legs in cold 
water the windy cholic is cured, Ihe immer- 
ſion or application of cold water upon the green 
wounds of the head, or any other part of the 
body, continued for the ſpace of an hour, or 
half an hour, abſolutely cureth them without 
doubr, without ſuppuration, according to the 
firſt intention; but remember to put the ſhell 
of an egg upon the wound, to ſave it from ex- 
ternal injury. The cutting or pricking of a 
nerve is cured by the application of cold wa- 
ter, | 
Wine vinegar for the ſcurvy, 

The party affected with the ſcuryy, muſt 
take every morning wine-vinegar, and the juice 
of blades of wheat, of each two or three ounces 
for ten or twenty days together, according to 
the exigence of the diſeaſe, and he muſt alſo 
often uſe to take this compoſition, and hold it 
in his mouth for a good while together, waſh- 
ing his gums, and ſometimes gently rubbing 
them therewith,

Take the powder of the fleſh of a wolf, 
and wear a piece of the ſaid fleſh ſalted always 
about you.

For the falling ſickneſs. 

Peony gathered when the moon is deſcend- 
ing in the ſign of Aries, doth remove the fall- 
ing ſickneſs, by external application only, worn 
about the neck or arm. The fit of the fall- 
ing ſickneſs is cured by blowing the ſmoke of 
tobacco in the mouth, the time of the fit.

Strong wine drunk.

Abſtinence from all manner 
of drink, Many veſicators applied to many 
places of the body. Sal prunella drunk for 
ordinary the ſpace of a month.

For an hectic fever, with fear of a conſumption.

For the whoremaſler's pox. 

Take of the roots of the great bur-dock cut 
in thin flices, eight ounces, white wine and 
fpring water of each two pound, let them boil 
together till half the liquor be conſumed, add- 
ing towards the end an ounce and a half of 
ſenan, according to the patient's diſpoſition ; let 
the patient take half a pint of the ſtrained li- 
quor, and procure ſweat, by laying on hot 
flints tied up in cloaths near the ſoles of his

Foment the place continually for two days 
with vinegar, wherein the droſs of iron hath 
been well boiled. 


Fir a pain in the knee by contuſion. 

The knee anointed with the oil of wax and 
aquavitæ, of each a like quantity, mixt toge- 
ther, and thereafter applying linen-cloths to 
the knee, morning and evening. 


Fur inflammation of the paps. 
A cataplaſm of bean meal boiled in oxicra- 
tum, that is vinegar and water, and often re— 
newing the ſame.

One dram of the cork- tree made in powder, 
drunk 1n wine, 
Fer the ſciatic. 
Cantharides with old ſour leaven applied te 
the place pained. 


For the ſcurvy broken out rough on any part. 

Take ſcurvy-graſs leaves, and cut and ſtrain 
the juice of them, and mix them with brandy, 
and rub the part affected therewith often, and 
cauſe the patient drink the root of the bur- 
dock ſliced, in ale twice a day.

To waſh with dog's piſs cauſes hair to grow 
on bald heads. 


To fweeten the breath, 


Smoke tuſſilago, either alone, or with to- 
bacco. 


For burning. 
Anoint the place with ſallad oil, or rub the 
place with unguentum album; or chop plan- 
tain with ſalt butter, and apply it. 


For piſſing blood. 
Cow's milk often drunk cures. 


To put back a beeling. 
Apply roaſted cheeſe to it. 


For healing and dranving biles. 


Apply the head of a poſſet, or white bread 
and milk boiled with ſaffron or marigold there- 


to, or ſaltleſs pottage, or butter pottage. 


For a catarrh in the hand. 


Cow's dung applied warm, cures and draws 
out the venom, 


For a mark on the eye. 
Waſh it in water wherein common vittiol is 
ſteeped. 
For a cholic. 
Bind cow's dung round the waiſt warm. 
To provoke vomiting by a feather, For ſome 
to 
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to drink ſtrong liquor, others cold water, or 


to apply a cold itane to the belly. 


For a windy chelic. 


To drink brandy or ale, with the fpirit of 
anniſe. 


To cauſe one ſweat thoroughly, 

Take an handful of carduus leaves, and boi] 
them in aa mutchkin of ale or beer, till it be 
boiled iti to the half, then ſtrain them into a 
gill of treacle, and it will occaſion ſweatings; 
the treacle will make it pleaſant to driuk. 


For the toothach, 
Take ground pepper, nutmeg, and brown 
ſugar, put in a little brandy, and made up in 
pills, put them in the hollow tooth, it will give 


eaſe, and cauſe one to ſpit up defluctions. 


A ſure remedy for the itch, 
Take dock roots, and flice and boil them in 
water, two chopins to one, and then {train 
them, afterwards putting thereto two ſpoon— 


fuls of ſalt butter, boil them in to a mutchkin, 


mixing therewith, when taken off che fire, two 
ounces of flour of brimſtone, or brayed brim- 
ſtone, anvinting the body twice or thrice there- 
with, it cureth perfect:y. 
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
